1 . The subject-matter of claim 1 concems an amplifier comprising a transductor and 
a phase shifter. 

The closest prior art is given by D1 .DANYUK D L ET AL: THE DESIGN OF A 
CORRECTION CIRCUIT FOR SECTIONAL LOW-NOISE AMPLIFIERS' 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS AND RADIO ENGINEERING. BEGELL HOUSE, INC 
NEW YORK, NY. US, vol. 46, no. 12, 1 December 1991 (1991-12-01), pages 98-' 
100, XP00031 1651 ISSN: 0040-2508 which describes a correction circuit for low- 
noise amplifiers. 

Document D1 describes a circuit which comprises a transconductance device and 
a phase shifter section. 

2. Ths problem addressed by the invention is to provide an adjustable phase shift at 
the input of a gyrator circuit. 

Said problem has been solved by providing an adjustable resistor in series with a 
capacitor. 

In contrast to the disclosed subject matter In D1 the resistor is replaced by a 
adjustable resistor providing a control input in order to be able to control the phase 
shift via a control device. 

3. The solution provided by claim 1 is thus not anticipated or rendered obvious by the 
cited documents. 

4. Claim 1 accordingly is considered novel and to involve an inventive step (Article 
33 (2), (3) PCT). 

5. Dependent claims 2-12 contain further details of the system of claim 1 . As they 
are dependent on claim 1 . they also satisfy the requirements for novelty and In- 
ventive step (Article 33 (2), (3) PCT).
